o vesign. But the two fold characteér of
my mislon and my duly as commander in
chief In the face of the enemy, prevent my
tondering a resigoation:  Nevertheless, al-
though | can rely upon the absolute uncon-
ditlonal suoport of the autonomist and con-
stitutional parties without publie opposition,
this would be Insufficlent without the confi-
dence of the government, gow more necessnry
Lo me sinees the cengnra by the members and
dhe journala of the liberal pirty and by pibe
e oplnlon 1o the United States, which lattes
s Jargely Influonced by the former. This
oanfldence would he necessnry to eonble me
Lo put an end to the war which bhas already
been virtually concluded from our lines nt
dJuraco to Cape Antonin.'

Benor Sogasta replied: I thank you for
sour explanation and value yvour frankness
I wish (o assure vou that the governinoet
recognlies your servicee and values them as
they desdrve, but It thinks a change of
polley, In order to suceeed, requires that the
authorities ghould be ut one with the min-
fairy. Thig has nothing to do with the con-
fdence felt lo you by the government, for
the libherals have plwayvs si0d thal the re-
sponsibility for a given policy does not fall
uponr those who earry It out, but upon the
govoreimont 1dspleing It, I shall communi-
ente your communication to the government
ahortly."

The court room in The Hee bulliding,
which Judge Scott preslles
with attorueys and interepted spod
terday alternoon to hear the rial of K. E
L. Herdman on the churge of contempr of
court in votlng against the resolution which
was pagsced October 1 by the Board of Flis
atd Pollve Commlssioners rolatve to the
dismlsszul of W. W. Cox from the police
foree. This ls the resolution which wa
paszed In pursuance of the opder of the eourt
angd by whieh the resolution passed ar the
previous meeting, by which & number ol
otficers were dismissed from the force, wias
resodnded go far an It applied to Cox. Toe
entire alternoon was occupled with the case
which was then adjourned to Tuesday at 2
o'clock, when Mr. Herdman's attorneys will
be glven an opportunily to proeseut sopde du-
thoritles In support of their positlon.

Mr. Herdmun was represented by  Attor-
neys Reed and Gurley and the former sub-
mitted the answer to the charges.  Herdman
practically stood pat and the answer con-
tained no apology for his course, On the
ather hiand, It plainly stated that the court
bad no jurisdiction In the matter and that
the restralplng arder by which the Budrd of
Alre and Paollce Commilssloners was enjoloed
from Macharging Cox was Invalld in ltsell

The answer detalled the facts relative to
the meesting of the board with the city coun-
oll and other munleipal departmonts to con-
fer In regard (o the defieit in the city
finanees and clted the minority report of the
councll finance committes, In which the ne-
cersity of curtailing expensés in the pollce
and other departments wis emphasized. 1
wis urged that the reetralolng order en-
jolngd the board from dismissing Cox upon
charges already Nled, or any “false or friv-
olous™ charges, but did net pretend to pre-
vent 4t from making a reduction In the force
for such reason as the Joeck of funds, It
also glleged thit Commissioner Herdman
bad voled against the resolution “‘In the due
and legal exercise of his officlal diseretion, in
which ho was not subject to the court,” that
the court had no authority to lssue the re-
straining order anyway, and that the order
ftself was tnvalld on account of the fact thiat
Ity terms were “vague and uncertain,'

The court commented at some leoxth on
the questlions ralsed In the suswer and his
remiarks Indicated that they were not lkely
to find favor. [e road section 1068 af i
gharter, which states that no officer should
bo employed or discharged for political rea-
sous, and algo that no member of the pollc
or fire department should be discharged ex-
cept upon charges flod and s« subleguent
hearing and convictioy. He assumed Lt
Cox was discharged because he was ¢ re-
publican, and dntimated that the board had
hatehed up the explination of w deficlt in
the fund as a mere preiexte with which to
evade the order of tha court, ‘He sald that
he was also informed that In voting Herd-
man bad remarked that he “didn’t propose
to be bulldoeed by J\:duv Bcott's court or
any other d—d court.” 1If this proved 1o be
true he proposed to find out what ought to
be done and to do It
